I promised to say something 
about our work, and will do so 
briefly. It any point is not 
touched, ' we will be glad to 
answer any questions and send 
speciman tracts on receipt of 
stamps. 

I had been used to circulating 
tracts and lifting collections for 
the society, and two of the things 
I first asked for on coming into 
the church was a church history 
and tract Bociety, and found 
neither. 

I was constantly meeting peo- 
ple who seemed to have questions 
hanging on every finger and 
ready to throw at me, 
and I did not always Lave the 
time to give a reason for the 
hope within me, so I wrote and 
printed a tract : it did me 
good service and I bad issued 
some thirty thousand pages. It 
has been scolded and slandered 
in turn, but I have evidence that 
it has brought souls to Christ, so 
the flaw-pickers can keep on, I 
will do the same. 

Some of our brethren became 
interested in the work and wish- 
ing to do the most good, we or- 
ganized a society to be known as 
The Brethren Tract Society. 
The object ot which is to circu- 
late Bible truth by means of 
tracts, and thus help elevate the 
world and honor Christ by sav- 
ing souls. 

Our enemies have said some 
hard things about us, and some 
old circular letters written by me 
under fire have been thrown out 
as specimens of our tracts, suoh 
efforts will only fall on the heads 
of those who make tbem. We 
are circulating literature that 
you want to put in the hands of 
those not members of the church. 

Another thing our friends 


must remember, all tracts wo 
issue may not do to circulate in 
your neighborhood just now. 
Yet those tracts not suitable for 
you juBt at this time, will be at 
another time and do now in 
some other cburchs. The world 
is large and the wants many. 

And your familiarity with a 
subject ib uo proof against the 
nee of a tract on that subject. It 
is lor tbe man not familiar with 
it. Immersion is simple to me 
now but tbere was a time when 
I could not see immersion in the 
word. 

Our efforts ere appreciated. 
Kind words come in Irom every 
Bide, and we have issued abont 
forty thousand pages which is 
good work tor a society only two 
months old. 

This is exclusive ot the tract I 
published last year. We could 
have done more, but our means 
have been limited. 

The tracts are sold at the rate 
of one hundred pages for 10 
cents, but we do a little better 
than that, aud if a dollar is sent 
we will send two thousand pagos, 
our ohjeet is to circulate litera- 
ture, not to make money. We 
have tbe best of facilities and have 
the work down to a fine point. 

Memuership in our society will 
cost 81. We send each member 
a package of every trait publish 
ed duriug the year, and will also 
send to each member our sermon 
on immersion which will soon be 
published by Bro. Garber. This 
will cover a point not worked 
and will interfere with uo ser- 
mon on the subject already 
printed. 

We have six tracts on baptism 
aud in addition we have tracts 
on the following subjects: "The 
Baptistery of San Pongiano 
Home," with cut of basin datiug 
nearly back to Paul ; "Why we 
practice washing the saint's 
Feet," a four-page tract, short 
and pointed: Conversions as 
recorded in the Book of Acts ;" 
"Highwayman and Humseller," 
a very sharp temperance tract, 
containing two cuts ; "If is tbe 
hand of Christ," a tract on giv- 
ing ;" "Our Origin, Object and 
Name"; &c., Ac. 

We mention these tracts mere- 
ly to bIiow the nature of our 
work. You need not be afraid 
or ashamed to help us. It you 
detect any error or anything ot 
tbe kind let us know ; wc will be 
glad to have help in this direc- 
tion, and any subject you may 
need, say so. We are working 
for tbe cause and ask your im- 
mediate help.
